“The present law provides for the di-| 


vision among agricultural fair associa- 
tions of 5 per cent, of the gross receipts 
of the licensed racing associations in ex- 
change for which the racing associations 
expect and receive the aid and support 
of many who are interested in 
agricultural fairs. 

“This results in preventing the 
ment of more rigid action to enforce the 
Constitutional prohibition of racetrack 
gambling. The amendment proposed by 
thig bill takes for the same purposes a 
larger share of the gross receipts of run- 
ning race mectings. 

“The present law makes gambling on 
horse races outside of tracks of the 
licensed racing associations a felony, pun- 
ishable by imprisonment in State prison 
for not more than two years, while the 
same act if committed on such race 
grc nds is not a crime at all, but subjects 
the offender only to repayment of the 
money he has received on the bets. 

“Race track gambling, while techni- 
cally prohibited, is in fact fostered and 
encouraged and made a monopoly by 
law. If the present tax were expended 
for general purposes, the moral sense of 
the community would scarcely tolerate 
race track gambling, but the largess of 
@ quarter of a million dollars, distributed 
annually among agricultural fairs 
throughout the State has created a sel- 
fish and unnatural community of interest 
which is to be deplored. ; 

“The toleration by our people of this 
evasion in the spirit of constitutional pro- 
hibition against gambling is due in large 
measure to the method of distributing 
this tax, I feel that the State could bet- 
ter afford to make direct appropriations 
to support the agricultural societies than 
to perpetuate race track gambling by in- 
creasing or continuing the revenues de- 
rived by the agricultural societies there- 
from.”

CADET SHIP SINKS, 35 LOST. 


| Hoodoo Belgian Vessel Goes Down In 
the Bay of Biscay. 

LONDON, April 23.—The Count De 

Smet De Naeyer, a cadet sailing ship 

used by the Belgian Government for 

training officers for the Government serv- 

ice, foundered in the Bay of Biscay on 


April 18, with a loss of thirty-five lives, 
including the Captain and the officer 
commanding the cadets. The cadets in- 
cluded the sons of many prominent Bel- 
| glans. Twenty-six survivors of the wreck 
were rescued by the French bark Dun- 
kerque. 

It is difficult to get precise details of 
the disaster, owing to the. Dunkerque, 
which was proceeding to Hamburg, re- 
fusing information or the names of the 
survivors and also declining an invitation 
to land the survivors at Dover. 

The Couat De Smet De Naeyer was 
built at Greenock in 1904. It is alleged 
that she turned turtle when she was 
launched, necessitating alterations to im- 
| prove her stability. Most of her officers 
resigned after her first voyage, declaring 
that she was still top-heavy. She started 
on her ill-fated second voyage April 11 
and anchored off Flushing till Easter 
Saturday, when she was towed into the 
North Sea and started on her voyage for 
Australia. She encountered terrible 
weather in the Bay of Biscay, labored 
heavily, and foundered.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—Rain has 
added to the misery of the homeless hosts 
of San Francisco. Beginning at midnight 
last night it drenched thousands in the 
refugee camps who had little or no shel- 
ter. All during the morning the rainfall 
has continued at intervals, and many per- 
sons are in grave danger of illness in con- 
sequence. 

In order to avert disease Mayor Schmitz 
has ordered the breaking up of the big 
camps, and as many people as possible are 
being sent out of the city free of expense. 
Barracks are being rushed for those who 
remain, and blankets, clothing, and med- 
ical supplies are coming in rapidly. 

The food problem has been solved. A 
supply for a week is on hand, and the 
distribution has been reduced tora system 
that gives provision for every+ person in 
need. 

Work is being pushed in the burned dis- 
trict. Soldiers were busy to-day blowing 
down walls and big squads of men were 
clearing up the débris. Bankers met and 
planned to resume business. There is 
plenty of money in the mint, and it will 
not be long before things are humming. 

Major Gen. Greely took command of 
the military forces to-day. An incident 
that created a bad impression was the 
killing of Major Tilden, a leading relief 
worker, by citizen patrols because his 
automobile did not stop. Great indigna- 
tion has been caused, but the patrols de- 
clare their challenge was unheeded. 

Rain Falls on Homeless Ones. 

A drenching rain fell upon San Fran- 
cisco last night. From midnight until 3 
o’clock it poured and drizzled at inter- 
vals, and after daylight there were more 
downpours, while a high wind added a 
melancholy accompaniment, whistling and 
singing about the camps and the ruins of 
buildings in the burned district.

Guards Kill Major H. C. Tilden. | 


The most unfortuate incident growing | 
out of the strict military patrol of the | 


city was the killing early this morning | 
of Major H. C. Tilden, a prominent com- 
mission merchant of this city, a member 
of Gov. Pardee’s staff, and one of the 
foremost workers of the General Relief 
Committee. He was traveling in his au- 
tomobile, and was shot down by mem- 
bers of the citizens’ patrol. 

There has been much feeling that irre- 
sponsible men, intrusted with the duty of 
keeping order, have used their guns reck- 
lessly, and this feeling has been greatly 
intensified by the death of Major Tilden. 
The men responsible for the shooting, 
however, say that they merely acted un- 
der orders, and that they shot because 
their challenge of the swiftly moving ma- 
chine was disregarded. 

Mr. Tilden, accompanied by R. G. Sea- 
man, acting Lieutenant of the Second 
Company of the Signal Corps, and Hugo 
Altschul, a coachman, had taken his three 
children and a nurse from the Fourteen 
Mile House, where they had been stop- 
ping since the earthquake, to Menlo Park, 
where he had a Summer cottage. His au- 
tomobile had been used as an ambulance 
in conveying sick and wounded to the hos- 
pitals, and the Red Cross flag was dis- 
played on it. Besides this he had the Red 
Cross insignia on his right arm. ; 

According to Seaman six men stood In 
the middle of the road at Twenty-second 
and Guerrero Streets, and separated when 
the car got within fifty feet of them. 
When the car was within ten feet of the 
guard, Seaman asserts, the men began 
shooting without warning or challenge and 
kept up firing after the car had passed 
them. 

“The machine had gone about fifty feet 
past the patrol,” said Seaman, “ when it 
stopped suddenly. Tilden, who was oper- 
ating it, fell toward me, saying: ‘ Well, 
they got me. They killed me.’ He then 
dropped back in the seat and rolled out of 
the car. 

“I sprang up and fired five shots in 
quick succession at those who were still 
shooting behind us. A doctor came run- 
ning from a house near by, and, after ex- 
amining Tilden, said he was dead. Several 
policemen came running up and arrested 
three of the men who did the shooting. 
The men were in khaki uniform.” 

The body of Tilden was placed in the 
car and taken to the Central Police Sta- 
tion, at Bush and Fillmore Streets. It 
was removed later to the Elks’ emer- 
gency hospital, in Bush Street, between 
Fillmore and Steiner Streets, 

Altschul’s right cheek was swollen 
where one of the shots grazed it. An- 
other ball pierced the seat and struck 
the back of Seaman, but its force was 
spent and it did no harm, 

The three men under arrest are E, S. 
Boyneton, a telephone inspector in the 
employ of the Pacific States Telephone 
Company; George W. Simmons, and Mal- 
colm Vance. They are all young men 
and members of the citizens’ patrol. 
Boyneton declares that he did not see the 
Red Cross flag on Tilden’s car, and when 
the latter did not stop when challenged 
he fired. The coachman in the car then

a godsend. This morning it could be re- 
garded in no other light than as an addi- 


tional calamity. It meant indescribable 
suffering to the scores of thousands of 
people camped upon the naked hills and 
in the parks and open places in the city. 

Few of the homeless ones were provided 
with waterproof covering. For the most 
part their only protection from the wet 
was a thin covering of sheeting tacked 
upon improvised tent poles. Through this 
the water poured as through a sieve, wet- 
ting the bedding and soaking the ground 
upon which they lay. 

When it is understcod that thousands 
upon thousands of delicately nurtured wo- 
men and infants tn arms and old and fee- 
ble people were in this plight, nothing 
need be added to describe the misery of 
their condition. 

The downpour aggravated the already 
unsanitary conditions of the camps, and 
will doubtless add great numbers of pneu- 
monia cases to those already crowding the 
regular and temporary hospitals of the 
city. 

Rifles Open Inhospitable Doors. 

What could be done was done by the 
guards in charge of the camps to relieve 
the distress. Whenever covering could 
be had for the women and children it was 
used, They were housed in cheerless 
churches, in garages and barns, and per- 
sons whose homes stood were called upon 
to take care of the unfortunates exposed 
to the storm. With few exceptions they 
responded readily to the new call made 
upon them. Where they did not the butt 
ends of rifles quickly forced a way 
through inhospitable doors. 

While the storm has added to the dif- 
ficulties of the general committee, espe- 
cially of those having in charge the care 
of the sick, the sanitation of the city, and 
the housing of the homeless, it has been 


replied. The men were taken by Chief 
of Police Dian in an automobile to Fort 
Mason and turned over to Gen. Funston. 

A vigilance committee, the first organi- 
zation of the kind since the early fifties, 
has been formed with Dr. Donald McCul- 
loch Gedge as the chief. He fought in 
the French Army, the United States Navy, 
and China war. His chief of staff is ex- 
Auditor Harry Baehr. The headquarters 
of the committee is at 2,924 Steiner Street. 
One hundred and thirty persons have 
joined the organization. The committee 
has charge of the Golden Gate valley dis- 
trict, near the Presidio. 

Chief of Police Dinan has issued an 
order to Police Captains instrucing them, 
in view of the carelessness of persons 
to whom has been granted the privilege 
of carrying firearms, to make all per- 
sons discontinue carrying weapons, as 
they are unnecessary. 

The Citizens’ General Committee, of 
which the Mayor is presiding officer, to- 
day resolved to have withdrawn the en- 
tire torce of State militia that has po- 
liced a large residence quarter for the 
last few days. A vote of thanks was 
tendered the Governor and the State mili- 
tia. From this time on the city will be 
patrolled jointly by the police and the 
Federal troops. 

Until a city prison is re-established all 
persons held on felonious charges will’ be 
taken to Fort Mason and turned over to 
the regular troops for safekeeping.

The heavy rains of last night and to-day 
did not weaken the walls left standing in

Gen. Funston placed his dynamite corps 
at the disposal of the Building Commit- 
tee, and they are throwing down danger- 
ous walls along Market Street. When 
this thoroughfare is safe the dynamiters 
will devote attention to side streets, keep- 
ing up the work until they have covered 
all the streets in the business quarter. 

They will not touch walls standing back 
in lots, or any walls that have supports. 
These must be removed by the property 
owners. Neither will they dynamite bank 
buildings, as such explosions might play 
havoc with safes and vaults. 

Legal business will be resumed to-mor- 
row morning. All the Superior Judges will

Expenditure of Relief Funds. 
The Finance Committee, whose duty it 
is to expend the millions of dollars sub- 
scribed for the relief of the homeless suf- 
ferers in San Francisco, met this after- 
noon to determine how to use the contri- 
butions impartially for the relief of those 
who are deserving. 
The committee of which James D. Phe- 
lan {s Chairman will no doubt dispense all 
the money and supplies, but it will do {ts 
work through the regular army, and look- 
ing to that end, a conference will be held 
at Fort Mason to-morrow morning, At 
that meeting the State will be represented 
by Gov. Pardee, the army by Gens. Greely 
and Funston, and the Finance Committee 
by James D. Phelan, William F. Herrin, 
Garret McInery, and M. H. De Young, 
At the meeting this afternoon it was 
proposed that all persons who have homes 
left shall. be forced to pay for their provi- 
sions, and that only the actucl sufferers 
shall get free food. 


Food Force Week Ahead. 
Food was never more plentiful In. San 
Francisco than to-day, and the only 
trouble ig its proper distribution. The 
Committee on Feeding the Hungry re- 
ports satisfactory progress in the huge 
task, and has already’ established 


fifty-two food stations where all the 
ungry may get rations. Besides the 


Government and the General Food Com- 
mittee, which are doing heroic work, a 
large number of independent organiza- 
tions are attacking the food problem, 

It is hoped that the distribution of sup- 
plies will be systematized under one head 
in the course of a few Gays, so that 
there may be no conflict or duplication of 
effort. The Committee of the Whole has 
designated a sub-committee of seven, 
which is directing this work. Dr. Vor- 
sanger is Chairman, with headquarters 
in the City Hall. 

From all points news of approaching re- 
lief trains is coming in, and already suf- 
ficient provisions have accumulated at 
the Oakland pier to supply the needs of 
the city for more than a week. Plain 
food of every description is .plentiful, and 
luxuries are beginning to arrive. A coffee 
famine was threatened last night, but to- 
day fresh consignments of this stimulant 
Were distributed from almost every food 
depot. 

Meat in Abundance on Hand. 

There is an abundance of meats for 
stewing, but all the finer cuts are used at 
the hospitals. Immense cattle trains are 
coming from the prairies of the South- 
west, and chickens and eggs are coming 
from near-by towns. The most pressing 
need is for vegetables. 

The lines of applicants at the various 
food stations are blocks long, and remain 
so until closing time. Every one receives 
rations for a single person as many times 
a day as he or she may ask. The spirit 

|} of the people is buoyant in the face of 
distress, and neither disorder nor com- 
plaint is evident along the bread line. 
Volunteer distributers are issuing the 
provisions under military guard. 

The committee has taken two main 
warehouses, and all provisions as they 
reach the piers are carted there. Thase 
are the J. Folger Building, Spear and 
Howard Streets, which stands intact, al- 
though in the burned area, and the 
Moulder Schoolhouse, Page and Gough 
Streets, which will supply that part of 
the residence quarter spared by the con- 
flagration. Depots for Government sup- 
ples are at the Presidio, the Folsom 
Street dock, and Fort Mason.

HOST GOING TO LOS ANGELES. 


| Preparations Made to Care for 50,000 
Refugees from San Francisco. 


LOS ANGELES, April 23.—A camp of 
tents is being rapidly erected at Agri- 
cultural Park by the local Relief Com- 
mittee, for the accommodation of the 
hosts of San Francisco refugees, who are 
arriving by the hundreds. Their number 
is expected to reach almost 60,000 within 
ten days. 

Probably 5,000 have already arrived in 
Los Angeles. On one Southern Pacific 
train there was a total of 800 passengers, 
and it was stated that there was scarce- 
Many per- 
; sons were coming to homes of relatives 
and friends-in this city, but temporarily 
| were without funds and were compelled 
| to accept free transportation. 
| Plans are being perfected for the hous- 
ing, clothing, and feeding of those who 
arrive here, and large sums of money 
and trainloads of provisions are still be- 
ing sent at intervals for the relief of the 
sufferers in San Francisco. The city has 
subscribed $500,000 cash and provisions for 
use in the north, and this will be greatly 
augmented by the local relief fund. 

The steamer State of California arrived 
at Port Angeles last night. She brought 
many passengers from the stricken city, 
as well as a lot of freight. Myron Hume, 
one of the passengers, credits Capt. 
Thomas of that vessel, Capt. Alexander 
of the steamer Santa Rosa, and the Cap- 
tain of the ferryboat Ukiah with the sav- 
ing of the San Francisco water front. 
Lines of hose were laid from the steam- 
ers, and skippers and passengers made a 
gallant fight. 

The State of Catifornia also brought 
news of two steamers wrecked at the 
Union Iron Works in San Francisco. One 
was the Columbia, a big passenger boat, 
which was on the ways. he earthquake 
caused her to topple off and roll over on 
her side. She was practically wrecked. 

The steamer City of Puebla was lying 
at the dock there, when a huge crane 
falling struck her and smashed her so 
that she sank. 

Mrs. George C. Perkins; Miss Marie 
Perkins, Miss Katie Fink, and Miss Clara 
Callaghan are at the Los Angeles Hotel. 
They came from Oakland. Mrs. Perkins 
is the wife of United States Senator 
George C. Perkins of California. She was 
in a very nervous condition from her 
earthquake experience. Before she left 
she turned the family mansion in Oakland 
over to twenty friends as a refuge. 

Gen. M. H. Sherman, a prominent local 
capitalist and Vice President of the Los 
Angeles-Pacific Railroad Company, has 
returned to Los Angeles from San Fran- 
cisco. He left this city last Wednesday 
morning on a special train, and took the 
members of the Supreme Court, who had 
been holding court in Los Angeles. Gen. 
Sherman sought his wife, daughters, and 
nieces, and the Justices of the Supreme 
Court had like missions, 

“The saddest experience of all fell to 
Justice Shaw,” said Gen. Sherman. “ The 
apartments at which Mrs. Shaw was 
stopping had gone down in the flames 
and the only information that he could 
get was that she had taken a few of her 
belongings and gone away. Justice Shaw 
searched the burning city, now afoot, now 
in a vehicle, but onky once did he find 
trace of his wife. That was when, in-

Anywhere to be Out of the Hell That 
Was San Francisco, Says One Man.

PORTLAND, Oregon, April 23.—‘*t God 
bless the people of Portland,’’ murmured 
a little girl, well nigh exhausted by hunger 
and loss of sleep, when she was placed 
in the motherly care of the women who 
met the several hundred refugees who ar- 
rived at the Union Station this afternoon 
from San Francisco. More than half of 
them were destitute. All those so situated 
are being cared for by the relief commit- 
tee, and will get food and lodging until 
they can communicate with friends or rel- 
atives. 

Some of the fugitives were persons of 
means before the great calamity, but now 
they have nothing but the clothes they 
have on.their backs. Among them are a 
few negroes and Chinese, but none of the 
latter applied to the relief committee. 
They were met and taken in charge by 
their countrymen in Portland. 

The refugees are stunned and be- 
wildered. Some of them had not eaten 
for hours, and were almost famished. | 
They consisted mostly of whole families.

ALL RECORDS BROKEN 
IN SPEEDING TRAINS 


Supplies Being Rushed West— 
Homeless Coming East. 


ARE IS NEEDED 


First Free Harriman Train Reaches 
Ogden—All Conditions of Men 
Crowd Overland Limited. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OMAHA, April 23.—The Union Pacific 
and Burlington Railroads are smashing 
all records for fast running and handling 
traffic, with the facility with which they 
are speeding the San Francisco relief 
trains across the country. The six 
specials from Chicago handled over the 
Burlington made faster time to Denver 
than do the regular Passenger trains. 
The Union Pacific took the trains at 
Denver. 

Small towns in Nebraska sent two 
trains of provisions West to-day. Four- 
teen cars of canned meats, rice, and dry 
goods from Chicago went West this after- 
noon on 4 special. Thirteen cars of as- 
sorted supplies from New York made up 
a Union Pacific spectal this morning. 
Denver sent a special train of fourteen 
cars of canned meats. 

Forty cars making up three trains, con- 
sisting of general supplies and provisions, 
from Philadelphia and Pennsylvania cit- 
les, followed each other at intervals of 
thirty minutes out of Omaha to-day. 
Three cars of water wagons from the 
Government stores were sent West to- 
night. 

The Rock Island carried two specials 
of provisions from Iowa West. <A Gov- 
ernment train of seventeen cars from Jei- 
fersonville, Ind., is on the way West. A 
special train*® of soldiers and hospital 
nurses from Philadelphia is crossing Wy- 
oming. One car of Government stores 
caught fire and burnefi at Tipton, Wyo., 
to-day. The train was saved. 

Eastbound Union Pacific trains loaded 
down with refugees from San Francisco 
are running in from three to five sections, 
with every section filled. The Overland 
Limited, supposed to be for first-class 
paying passengers exclusively, is filled 
with people holding passes, second-class 
tickets, first-class tickets, and every form 
of transportation. The trains are so 
crowded with passengers that all are re- 
quested to ‘“‘double up” on sleepers and 
take bedfellows. 


Every passenger can report some thrill- 
ing, hairbreadth escape, either of him- 
self or of friends. According to some of 
these stories, the loss and damage are not 
confined to San Francisco, but extend 
more than 100 miles southward. The 
great loss at San Francisco has s0 
eclipsed the smaller cities that the latter 
have been overlooked. 


The Destitute Ride Free. 


E. H. Harriman has issued orders that 
all destitute persons shall be brought 
back from California without charge, and 
has appealed to the people all along 
the railroad to bring provisions and 
clothing to the stations to succor the 
load of homeless and stricken passengers, 


The first of these trains on which all 
passengers ride free reached Ogden to- 
day at noon, having on board 500 San 
Francisco survivors. This train is due 
co arrive in Omaha on Tuesday afternoon. 

Citizens of the small towns along the 
way in Nebraska and Wyoming are to- | 
night preparing to feed these 500 people 
and to give them such clothing as they 
can find. 

Supt. Park of the Union Pacific. an- 
nounced to-night that 163 of these pas- 
sengers would f° East over the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul from Omaha, and 
the Northwestern would take 175.

The Harriman lines are preparing to 
run these free trains just as frequently 
as is possible until all the destitute people 
return from the coast. The eastbound 
rate on men with small means has been 
cut in half, so that this class of pas- 
sengers will be able to reach home at 
small expense.

“It is unlikely that any attempt will be | 
made to restore the Memorial Church, | 
the Memorial Arch, the new library, the | 
gymnasium or the museum of the uni-! 
versity, There is little doubt that the dor- 
mitories will be crowded’ next year as 
usual, 

“The gymnasium and the library were 
destroyed, nothing but skeletons of} 
twisted steel remaining. The loss will be | 
$500,000 on each. The Memorial Church | 
is merely a frame, the mosaic work being | 
torn down. The top of the 80-foot-high 
memorial arch is on the ground, a heap 
of ruins. The original quadrangle is but 
little damaged. The rare specimens from 
Egypt are lost in the museum, which was 
only partly destroyed. 

‘“‘The fraternity lodge and Chi Psi Hall 
are a total loss. The engineering build- 
ings are partly demolished. Encina Hall, 
where 200 boys stayed, was shaken, and a 
large stone chimney crashed through the 
four floors, burying Student Hanna of 
Bradford, Penn. He was the only student 
killed. About twelve others were slightly 
hurt. Roble Hall, the women’s dormitory, 
escaped without a scratch.” 

The damage at Palo Alto City amounts 
to $200,000.

RUHLMANN SLEPT THROUGH. 
Waked Three Hours After Shock— 
Opera Company at El Paso.

EL PASO, Texas, April 23.—The special 
train containing the bulk of Herr Con- 
ried’s opera company passed through El} 
Paso at midnight last night. Where ten | 
cars were required to transport their cos- 
tumes and other baggage to the Pacific | 
Coast, a single car sufficied to carry all 
the baggage which was saved, and with- 
out crowding. 

As far as Los Angeles the company was | 
carried “C. O. D.” by the railroad. Ex- | 
cept for what little money a few of the | 
singers saved they were penniless, and | 
were able to get no funds until they 
reached Los Angeles, where banks hon- 
ored their drafts on New York. 

“The loss to the company was $250,- 
000 in scenery and personal effects,’ said 
Max Hirsch, the Treasurer. “ Advance | 
sales of tickets amounted to $150,000, 
which must be returned if the tickets are 
presented for refund. Salary loss for the 
fruitless trip, and cost of special trans- 
portation will probably bring the total to 
$500,000."" 

“I was one of the most fortunate,” 
said Van Roy, the singer, “because I 
saved what. clothes I had at the hotel in 
San Francisco.” 

Fred Ruhlmann and Director Castel- 
bert shared a room in the hotel. Ruhl- 
mann slep soundly through the earth- 
quake, not awakening until 8 A. M. 

“T am a notably good sleeper,"’ said 
Ruhlmann. ‘Once, on board the steam- 
ship City of Rome, I did not wake until 
nearly all the passengers had been taken 
into lifeboats, and I was able to walk 
calmly to my peace. I saw horrors enough

Individual lunches 
for 563 persons were handed out here, 
each lunch being placed in a cardboard 
shoe box. Then the distressed people 
were marshalled in front of improvised 
counters On which cups of steaming cof- 
fee were awaiting them. The children 
were provided with milk, and special 
thought was given to the babies. lor 
these there was bottled millk. Eighty-one 
of the passengers were provided with 
means to pay their own way, and they 
resnemned in the cars or went to restau- 
rants, 

En route from Oakland the refugees 
vere organized into committees and lead- 
ers selected to direct them on their jour- 
ney East. Sixty of them go East over 
the Rio Grande. The others had a spe- 
cial Union Pacific train leaving here this 
afternoon.

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TRANSFER $4,500,000 
MORE 10 THE COAST 


That Makes $15,000,000 That 
Has Been Sent by Local Banks. 


| 


TO AID CALIFORNIA BANKS 


Large Sums Are Also Being Sent by) 
Express—Transfers Will Be 
Made Indefinitely. 


Transfers through the Sub-Treasury 
yesterday to San Francisco and other 
citles and the direct shipments by banks 
to Pacific Coast towns amounted to 
about $4,500,000. To San Francisco di- 
rect, through the Sub-Treasury, there | 
was transferred $1,700,000, and $200,000 | 
was transferred through that institution 
to Chicago, and $100,000 to New Orleans 
In addition the Sub-Treasury received 
$500,000 for transfer to Denver This 
last amount was accepted conditionally, 
owing to the fact that special arange- 


ments had to be made for the transfer 
to that place. 

The transfers made to Chicago, New 
Orleans, and Denver were said to be 
indirectly for the assistance of.the banks 
in ‘California, the moncy being sent from 
New York to place funds previously 
shipped from the interior cities to the 
Pacific Coast. 

Large sums were also sent west by ex- 
press, the amount forwarded in this way 
being estimated at about $2,000,000. This 
brings the total money forwarded yester- 
day to the Pacific Coast, either directly 
or indirectly, up to about $4,500,000. 
Since Wednesday last, when San Fran- 
cisco’s disaster began, the New York 
banks have forwarded by ‘express and 
through the Sub-Treasury about $15,000,- 
000. Bankers expressed the opinion that 
in all probability further large sums 
would have to be sent to strengthen the 
California banks, so they can reopen 
for business. After these needs have 
been met transfers will be made in- 
definitely, so as to forward to the Pacific 
Coast the relief funds which have been 
collected here and in other Eastern 
cities. ‘ 

The Sub-Treasury received yesterday 
about $4,000,000 of American gold coin, 


which arrived from Europe on Satur- 
day’s steamer. 

This amount was paid to the Govern- 
ment, reducing by so much the special 
deposjts cf Government funds made with 
the National banks ten days ago against 
gold imports. 

Dispatches from London, received in the 
financial district yesterday, announced 
the withdrawals of considerable sums of 
gold for export to New York. So far 
as was known here, however, these wero 
not fresh engagements, but merely with- 
drawals against engagements announced 
last week. Foreign exchange rates were 
firm yesterday, demand = sterlin ad- 
vancing In the afternoon to 4. . The 
advance in exchange was dye, at least 
in part, to the absence of the large 
quantity of stock bills which served to 
depreas exchange last week. 

The stock market yesterday continued 
very activ>, and prices broke sharply 
under renewed heavy liquidation. Be. 
clines of from 1 to 4 points occurred in 
many of the active stocks, those in no 
wise directly connected with the loss 
at San Francisco suffering as much as 
others. Part of the liquidation which re- 
sulted in this decline was believed to 
represent sales by the fire insurance 
companies. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—Secretary 


Shaw has given directions that $15,000,- 
000 of public money be distributed among 
the National banks of San Francisco and 
immediate vicinity, which will include 
Oaklanl, as soon as the banks furnish 
satisfactory security. 


NO LIMIT ON BANK LOANS, 


Secretary Shaw Says—He May Go to 
San Francisco Himself,

CHICAGO, April 23.—Leslie M. Shaw, 
Secretary of the Treasury, arrived in Chi- 
cago to-day and repeated the statement 
made in New York on Saturday that there 
will be no limit on the amount of money 
which may be borrowed from the Na- 
tional Government in the reconstruction 
of San Francisco. 

“I found that the $10,000,000 placed at 
the disposal of Pacific Coast banks was 
merely a drop in the bucket to what will 
be needed,”’ sald Secretary Shaw in his 
room in the Auditorium Hotel to-night. 
“As time passed the-conditions seemed 
to be worse, and I finally decided to put 
no limit on the amount of money the Gov- 
ernment will loan for the rebuilding of 
the city. 

“Of course, it is not in the Govern- 
ment’s power to be benevolent in this re- 
gard, but it will cost nothing for ex- 
change. The money may be borrowed in

at once, having a representative there, 
but I may make the trip later. It has 
been arranged that the San Francisco 
Sub-Treasury will be in the United States 
Mint there, and within a short time the 
Government’s loans will be handled from 


there. 

“ Arrangements have to be. made almost 
immediately for rebuilding the Govern- 
ment buildings in San Francisco. I am 
going to present the-matter to Congress 
within a short time, so that appropriations 
may be made immediately for the pur- 
pose. We hope to rebuild completely, so 
that the departments will be as well 
housed as they were before the earth- 
quake and fire. It is a matter of great 
satisfaction to us all to see the country 
respond so quickly with millions of dol- 
lars for the sufferers in the West. It 
was a terrible thing. but even ying pos- 
sible is being done in the way of aid.” 

It was learned to-day that the Chicago 
Sub-Treasury will be instrumental in 
transferring $1,000,000 gold to San Fran- 
cisco via Denver. The Secretary of the 
Treasury has authorized the acceptance 
of securities to the amount of $1,000,000 in 
the local Treasury, thus enabling this 
sum in *gold to be sent from Denver to 


San Francisco. 
The Continental Bank here has already 


transferred about $2,000,000 in gold to Los 
Angeles to be delivered at San Francisco. 
San Francisco banks had several] mil- 
lions on deposit in Chicago. The amount 
already sent was transported unsolicited. 
In fact, Chicago bankers, like those of 
Los Angeles, have not yet been able to 
communicate with the city.

“CARMEN” SLIPPERS ON 


Fremstad Saved a Bowquet 
When She Left Her Hotel— 
Stories of Arriving 
Survivors. 


The first women survivors of the San 
Francisco disaster to arrive in New York 
were Miss Olive Fremstad and Miss Jose- 
phine Jacoby of the Conried Metropolitan 
Opera Company, and Miss Fremstad’s | 
maid. They arrived at the Grand Cen- 
tral Station at 10:15 yesterday morning. 

Miss Fremstad told of her experiences 
after she had gone to the Metropolitan 
Opera House. 

“All of the opera company, with the 
exception of Mme, Fremstad and Mme, 
Eames,’’ said Miss Jacoby, ‘‘ were staying 
at the Palace Hotel. When I awoke at 
5:18 on Wednesday morning I thought I 
was dreaming. ‘The bed was jumping 


over the roon; the pictures were swaying 
on the walls; the toilet articles were clat- 
tering on the floor, and plaster was show- 
ering from the roof. Thinking I was 
suffering from nightmare, I rushed to the 
window for a breath of fresh air. Then I 
knew something was wrong, for the 
buildings were swaying, and when they 
stopped they were all out of plumb. The 
Call Building in particular was sticking 
out at quite an angle over Market Street. 

“I didn’t wait, but ran downstairs clad | 
in robe de nuit. On the street there Was 
panic. Fire engines were clattering and 
clanging everywhere; the sidewalks were 
covered with débris, and here and there 
men and women were staggering to their 
feet, many of them sinking back on their 
knees, apparently stunned. Everywhere 
the eye turned there were flames break- 
ing from buildings. Then there was an- 
other shock and I covered my éyes. 

“It is a fact that we strangers to the 
city were terrified by the earthquakes, 
while the San Francisco people seented 
to pay not. the slightest attention to them. 
On the other hand they were terribly 
alarmed about the fire, which ‘did not 
frighten us much. When the second 
shock passed the manager of the hotel 
said he thought it would be pafe for us 
to go back and pack our trunks. 


Wore Her “Carmen” Slippers. 


“I had only got my feet {nto the elip- 
pers I had worn the night before as Mer- 
.cedes in ‘Carmen,’ and was beginning to 
throw a few things into my trunk, when 
the telephone. bells rang and we were al! 
told to get out of the hotel quickly. I 
enatched up a traveling costume, which 
had been covered with plaster, and ran 
downstairs. When I had found a place 
to dress in I was.told that the employes 
of the hotel had removed as much bag- 
gage as possible to the Hotel St. Francis. 
You know what happened to it and the

- We got out and 
found that the ferry was only nine blocks 
away. We got there and found thou- 
sands waiting to get out of the city. We 
were swept aboard the boat, quite off our 
feet, and nearly crushed to death. There 
were twice the legal number of passengers 
aboard that ferryboat, but laws were all 
in abeyance for the time. 

“I don’t know how that boat ever ar- 
rived at Oakland without sinking or cap- 
sizing. But we got there, and, to the sur- 
prise of everybody, that ghastly hued sun 
came out of the east again. The night had 
passed like an hour, and yet again it was 
like a year. At 11:30 on Thursday morn-

Miss Fremstad’s Experiences. 


Miss Fremstad went on her arrival here 
to the Hotel Algonquin. There she told of 
her adventures. 

“I stayed at the St. Dunstan Hotel, at 
Van Ness and Sutter Avenues,’”’ she said, 
“and, like everybody else, I suppose, I 
was wakened at 5:18 on Wednesday morn- 
ing. When I raised the window shade 
light, part of the fallen 
facade of the building being piled up on 
the ledge. I dressed myself as quickly as 
I could, although everything in the room 
seemed to have changed places. 

“Then I summoned a porter and told 
him to get my trunks out of the hotel at 
once, As I was instructing him the build- 
ing began to shake again. I ran into Union 
Square Park, where I found Herr Dippel, 
Signor Caruso, and the others from the 
Palace Hotel. I sat on the grass with my 
trunks all around me, and didn’t move 
until the fright of the earthquake had left 
me. Then I went back to the hotel and 
started to pick up a few things that had 
What I primarily went for was 
my jewel case, which I got. Then I no- 
ticed a bouquet of roses which had been 
presented to me at the performance of 
‘Carmen’ the night before. An impulse 
made me turn bacg and take them. They 
seemed so strange, so exotic, at that mo- 
ment—the only thing that was of nature 
in that distorted city. 

‘“‘ When I went back to the park I lost 
sight of the others of the company. My 
maid and I sat down, utterly helpless.

“TI found it was a slow train, which 
went as far as Ogden. There we got out 
in the morning and were just wondering 
whatever we should do when the station- 
master told us the Overland Limited was

| water to be had, and the only thing we 
| could do was to put them in an automo-

Dragged a Plano Out. 


“TI continued to drag my effects’ from 
block to block and saw some amusing as 
well as pathetic incidents. From an ap- 
parently poorly furnished house I saw 
two men dragging a piano. Why they 
should think of a piano at that time was 
beyond the reason of hundreds who were 
passing. They got the piano out of the 
house and wheeled it up to a public park 
where the crowd pushed it over, walkel 
on it, and smashed it to ruins in fifteen 
minutes. 

“TI saw another man trying to drag 
three trunks up Jones Street. He was 
making a noble effort, for no doubt the 
trunks contained things of great value. 
He tired quickly, however, and first left 
one of them and then another. After he 
had walked ten blocks he was too ex- 
| hausted to move further and left the third 
itrunk. Then he stretched himself out 
| upon it and lay in a faint. 

“IT think it was in Geary Street that I 
also saw a remarkable sight. The city 
authorities had heen digging for a sewer 
there. It is a residence section. As’ I 
walked on i saw people running out of

houses dragging trunks, boxes, casks, and 
bundles, rush to the excavation which was 
ten feet deep, and throw everything in. 
Then they got shovels and brooms and 
threw the earth in after them. They 
buried all their effects, and as far as I 
know they are there still, ten feet down. 

“ At Gerry Street, near Van Ness Ave- 
nue, I saw four women faint, and I 
dropped my trunk long enough to help 
place them in ambulance wagons. They 
were taken to Jefferson Park, where I 
spent the night. Thousands of people 
were lying on the ground exhausted. The 
park is about as big as Union Square in 
New York and every available inch of 
it was occupied. 

“The next morning I made inquiries 
about a train out of town. I found I 
could get one at 11:80 at Oakland and 
must get over by ferry. I started out at 
daylight to make it. Imagine yourself 
at Times Square and then walking up to 
125th Street and the East River, then 
down the river to South Ferry. That's 
the sort of trip I had to make to get to 
the ferry. The city was being burned 
and houses were in such great danger of 
toppling over that we couldn’t afford to 
try any but a round-about route. I got 
the train all right, at last.” 


Just Write It Down “ Hell.” 


Among the refugees who got into New 
York by way of the Pennsylvania’ Rall- 
road were an Englishman and his family. 
As he left the train and faced the ferry 
entrances he gasped excitedly to a porter: 
“I say, where's the Cunard Line?” 

When a reporter asked the Englishman 
to tell his experiences he replied with 
abruptness and simplicity of description, 
“ Hell!” 

As he bustled off to hunt the first out- 
ward-bound English steamer, declining to 
give his name or any other information 
about himself or his experiences, he called 
back, “ What’s the use, old chap? Just 
write {t down as hell.’’. 

One of the passengers on the same Over- 
land Limited that brought the opera 
singers was E. W. Sutphen, President of 
the English Daimler Company, an auto- 
mobile firm. He was much impressed 
with the calmness that he observed 
among residents of San Francisco, where 
he was on business at the time of the 
earthquake. His company’s car is en- 
tered for the next Vanderbilt Cup race. 
After his arrival in New York yesterday 
he said: 

“I was stopping at the Palace Hotel, 
but went for Tuesday night to the house 
of friends in Van Ness Avenue. The 
shock lasted about a minute, and I 
crawled to the door and steadied myself 
between the posts. Then I looked out. I 
saw the great dome of the City Hall split 
open and fall on either side, leaving the 
fremework of steel standing up gaunt and 
naked against a cloudless sky. When 
the noise of the earthquake ceased, the 
rushing of water from the several mains 
could be plainly heard.

“TI said I was going down to the ferry, 
and they said, ‘ You must be nutty. The 
ferry’s burned long ago.’ 

*** Not a bit of it," I answered, ‘I have 
just come from there.’ 

“But they wouldn’t believe me, and 
that’s why so few got away the first day. 
Going down for the last time I had to go 
still furthér around the fire.’

“Our train was detained thirty hours, 
and then, by transferring afoot over a 
high railroad bridge on Wednesday after- 
noon, the belated Los Angeles passengers 
got first to Gilroy and then to San José, | 
and a few of us were able to get standing 
room in trains running to Oakland. I 
boarded the Overland and came on home. 

“Every town through which we passed 
showed signs of the earthquake. Bulidings | 
were wrecked and everybody was out ia 
the open. Not a town escaped some dam- 
age. All railroad bridges, everywhere, 
gave evidence of the earthquake in cwist- 
ed rails, sunken piers, and shifting hill- 
sides. @ 

“Hills 200 feet in elevatiza showed 
cracks from foot to summit, and great 
areas of the surface moved down to cover 
railway and wagon roads. 

“At times every brick building was 
wrecked, notably at Gilroy. Plate glass 
and large window panes were generally 





destroyed, and brick chimneys were 
toppled over in every part of the country 
from Salinas to Sacramento. 

“San José was sadly demoralized. Peo- 
ple had slept in the open air Wednesday 
night. Business was practically sus- 
pended. The State militia was camped | 
in the park, and the handsome buildings, | 
public and private, whether of stone or| 
brick, without exception were badly 
damaged. The people were not yet re- 
covered from their fright, and were for 
the most part outside their homes and 
places of business, afraid to resume oc- 
cupations of households. 

“On the trains leading toward Oak- 
land hundreds of anxious people hastened 
to see what could be learned of friends, 
and on those coming away from the city 
thousands crowded every inch of space, 
fleeing from ruin, want, fire, and in- 
describable horrors. Seventy-five miles 
from San Francisco the red sky showed 
the fire on Nob Hill, and close to the 
horizon the furnace of flames was dis- 
tinctly visible. 

“The greater calamity at the metropo- ! 
lis overshadows the incidents of the} 
smaller towns, though the loss of life} 
and;property at San José alone exceeds | 
that at Charleston, S. C.” 

Otto Kaufman of Berlin, Germany, who 
reached here this morning, says: 

“ Attaching myself to a party of three, | 
we started for the ferry. I saw a negro} 
driving a hack, and offered him $100 to! 
take us. He refused. I had a pistol, and | 
I jumped to the box, put the gun against 
the negro’s head, told the others to climb 
in, and sat by the driver with my pistol 
against him during the long drive to the 
ferry. We had to go in a roundabout 
way on account of the fire everywhere 
and the great cracks in the earth, some | 
of them a foot or more wide. 

“As we passed along the street we 
saw scores of sailors and others who| 
were hilariously drunk, carrying bottles!

Tammany Gives $10,000. 


One of the largest contributions made 
yesterday came from Tammany Hall. 
The Executive Committee of that or- 
ganization in response to a call issued 
by Charles F,. Murphy got together for 
a special meeting yesterday afternoon. 
Practically all the members of the com- 
miftee attended. Thomas F. McAvoy 
presided. 

Philip F. Donohue, the Treasurer, was 
directed to send. the organization's check 
for $10,0.. to the Red Cross fund at once, 
and the Tammany Treasury will be reim- 
bursed later by the payment of $300 by 
each of the Assembly district organiza- 
tions. Resolutions to that effect were 
passed. Meetings were held last night at 
all the district clubs for the purpose of 
raising these amounts. In every instance 
the sum was vastly over-subscribed. 

One of the largest individual contribu- 
tions yesterday was ta the Mayor's relief 
fund—$2,500, donated by John Wana- 
maker. Edwin Gould and W. 
gave $5,000 each, and similar amounts 
were added ‘to the fund by Arbuckle 
Brothers, the Southern Express Company, 
and The Christian Herald. Milwaukee 
sent $10,000. George’ H. Sargent & Co. 
and an anonymous contributor gave $10,-

I therefore recommend the immediate appro- 
priation of $250,000 for the relief of the 
people of California who, as a result of the 
recent earthquake, aro afflicted or distressed 
in body or estate. I suggest that the said 
amount be placed at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernor ‘without delay, to be e mded by him 
through the agency of the Ambrican National 
Redd Cross or otherwise.

But it is recognized 
at the same time that with all the mat- 
ters claiming his attention and considera- 
tion that he has had to deal with since the 
morning of the earthquake, it would: not 
be remarkable for some advisable steps 
to occur to officers here which did not 
suggest themselves to Gen. Funston. In 
such cases telegrams have been sent to 
him either making the suggestion, or ask- 
ing what he was doing about it. 

The receipt this morning of a long tele- 
gram from Gen. Funston, dated yester- 
day evening, showed that he had acted 
promptly in districting the parts of the 
city under his command, so as to handle 
the variations of his problem with great- 
er ease. He also reported that he had 
issued a proclamation asking the co-oper- 
ation of the citizens of San Francisco in 
his work and warning them. of’ the im- 
portance of obeying the orders which 
were issued for their own good.

The rapid growth of the San Francisco 
relief fund in cities and towns outside of 
New York would indicate that before the | 
end of the week their total will reach |

Many States and large cities that have 
not been heard from have been quietly | 
going about the work of collecting money | 
and supplies, and are now modestly an- | 
nouncing sums that are by no means 
modest in the other ‘sense. Secretary 
Taft, in addressing the Yale students at 
New Haven last night, said money was 
coming in so fast that it would be diffi- 
eult to spend it all. 

Connecticut, for instance, reported last 
night that it hoped to contribute more 
than $100,000, and added that it had al- 
ready collected $50,000. Hartford, Néw 
Britain, and New Haven are,. naturally, 
the largest subscribers, nearly the whole 
amount raised to date having come from 
these towns. 

Albany, too. from which very little has 
been heard, reported last night that its 
fund to date stood at $10,584.01. To this 
sum must be added the church collections 
of Sunday, which have not yet been to- 
taled. 

Arizona is one of the regions that has 
been working quietly. It was learned 
yesterday that Phoenix had forwarded a 
carload of dairy produce, canned meats, 
and bedding. This was contributed by 
the street railway company of that <vity. 
It was added in the dispatch that the 
Arizona fund stood at $60,000, and that in 
a few days it would probably be $100,000. 

Chicago’s Chinese popiilation contrib- 
uted $5,000 yesterday, making that city’s 
total $583,313. 

Baltimore contributions to the relfef 
funds reached $105,000 yesterday. One 
of the donations was $100 from the Chi- 
nese Empire Reform Association to the 
Mayor's fund, this being in addition to 
what the Chinese residents have sent di- 
rect to their countrymen in California.

BERLIN, April 23.—A good deal of 
uncertainty prevails as to the extent 
of the HMability of a number of German 
insurance companies on account of the 
San Francisco. disaster. 

For example, the Preussische Na- 
tionalverein Errungens-Gesellschaft at 
Stettin was first said to be interested 
to the extent of $9,000,000 in San 
Francisco, but was afterward found to 
be engaged only to the amount of 
$150,000, 

On the other hand, the Munich Re- 
insurance Company, described as the 
gréatest concern of the kind in Europe, 
stated on Thursday that its interest in 
San Francisco was so slight that the 
ordinary balance sheet would not be 
affected by any possible claims. On 
Sunday, however, the company an- 
nounced that its losses would amount 
to 12,000,000 marks. This would be a 
serious matter for a company whose 
share capital is 20,000,000 marks, of 
which 65,000,000 are paid up. The 
shares of the Munich Company have 
fallen about 700 marks during the last 
three days,

IS HARRIMAN’S ADVICE! 


Southern Pacific President Asks 
for Continued Relief Work. 


|COMPLIMENTS GEN. FUNSTON 


; Lines of His Company Are Rapidly 


Being Restored—Santa Fe Aids 
Military Authorities. 


E. H. Harriman, President of the 
Union Pacific system, wired from Oak- 
land to his offices in the Equitable 
Building late yesterday an urgent appeal 


for a continuance of the contributions of 
suppHes. His telegram read: 

“Having gone over the situation in 
San Francisco, I am deeply impressed 
with the necessity of uninterrupted for- 
warding of foodstuffs with which to feed 
the 200,060 homeless people. 

“The situation is well organized, and 
the United States Quartermaster’s De- 
partment is receiving and distributing 
through its channels and through the va- 
rious local relief associations all supplies 
as fast as they arrive, but the fact 
should be made public in all quarters 
that it will require continued effort on 
the part of every one to keep supplies 
coming. 

“The railroads are of course handling 
all such suppplies without charge, and 
the people must respond to calls for re- 
lief. E. H. HARRIMAN.” 

Mr. Harriman had spent a good part 
of Sunday in the ruined city, and as 
soon as he got back to Oakland he wired 
his impressions of the ruined city to his 
family here: 

“‘Have just returned from San Fran- 
cisco. Impossible to describe the destcuca 
tion, and all parts of the city affected is 
total loss. 

** About 50,000 have been moved to out- 
lying. districts, and those as well as the 
whole of the remaining inhabitants .of 
San Francisco will have to be fed and 
cared for for some time. There are no 
markets or stocks of any kind left, so 
that even with abundance of money the 
bare necessities could not be purchased. 

‘People are living in all sorts of tem- 
porary habitations, but in a few days it 
is expected that they will be supplied 
with sufficient tents, which are on their 

way, as well as blankets. The cooking 
by the whole inhabitants, whether those 
remaining in their houses or not, has 
to be done in the streets, as no fires 
are allowed in any of the houses. 

‘“*I am living on the car at the end of 
the Oakland Mole next to Mr. Calvin, and 
| Mr. Herrin i# with Gen. Funston at his 
headquarters, and the whole staff is at 
work on something to help In the gen- 
eral care of the people. 

“It was fortunate that a Government 
post ~was located here, and especially so 
that it is in charge of Gen. Funston. His 
| foresight and quick action have given the 
people necessary protection against dep- 
redators and inspired a feeling of confi- 
dence and cheerfulness. 

“The rich and the poor have to be 
cared for alike, and it is wonderful how 
courageous and hopeful they all are. It 
is the kind of spirit upon which can be 
depended the successful return of up- 
building and prosperity.”

“] Am Full of Grit,’ Writes a Resi- 
dent of Berkeley. 
The first letters from California with 


day arrived in this city yesterday. Many 
of them got here before telegrams that 
were filed at Oakland and other Places 
at the same time the letters were posted. 
One of them, which came from Berkeley, 
across the bay from San Francisco, said: 

“You will have heard, long before this, 
that we were visited by a ‘temblor’ of 
unusual violence about 6 o'clock this 
morning. Mr. Temblor found us at 
home, but he insisted on leaving us his 
card by tumbling over the tops of our 
two chimneys and dumping a lot of stuff 
from our shelves and mantelpieces; but 
he inflicted no bodily harm on us, 

“In Berkeley hardly a house has a 
whole chimney, but otherwise the damage 
is slight. In Oakland the damage ‘s 
greater, and in San Francisco the loss 
of property and life is great. In San 
Francisco much of the land along the 
water front seems to have subsided, caus- 
ing the water and gas mains to burst. 
The fires that followed the downfall of 
the houses could not be extinguished for 
lack of water, and at present the fire 
seems to be having pretty much its own 
way. :

“FORCE OF LIFERS ” FREED. 


Case Against Patent Medicine Firm 
Dismissed by U. S. Commissioner. 


United States Commissioner Ridgway 
yesterday handed down a decision in the 
Force of Life’? case, in which he or- 


Virgil Neale, Laura M. Wilson, Dr. Will- 
Hadley, and A. H. Williams. The 
complainants in the case were Lawyers 
Champe Andrews and W. H. Cooper of 
the County Medical Society. 

The ‘accused were charged with having 
used the United States mails fraudulently 
in maintaining what is known as a 
‘fake"’ medical institution at 768 Madi- 
son Avenue and 2,258 Broadway. The 
Force of Life Company, it was shown, 
had hundreds of thousands of patients 
throughout the country, all of whom, 
with a few exceptions, were treated by 
mail. Ex-Senator Clarence Lexow was 
the principal attorney for the defense. 

Commissioner Ridgway holds that there} 
was nothing fraudulent in the methods 
of treatment used by the Force of Life 

‘ompany, and that because of a lack of 
evidence the accused were wrongfully ac- 
cused. Gen. James R. O’Beirne was Pres- 
ident of the accused corporation, and it 
was shown that a number of other men 
well known in the city held stock in the 
company. Commissioner Ridgway, after 
the evidence at great length, 
cites over a score of decisions in support 
of his position. 

Commissioner Ridgway, after reviewing 
}the evidence, takes up the “ mail order 
|} medical business,’’ showing that it brings 
| the patient more directly within the con- 
trol of the prescribing physician than 
would usually be the case, and especially 
'so in instances where the patient has not 
|} specialists at his command, and all at an 
| expense the ordinary person can meet. 
|That this form of treatment was a be = 
influence in the community there could 
no doubt, the Commissioner thought. 

Ever since the days of Aesculs upius there 
had been = earnest endeavor for perfec- 
| tion in medical research, which had never 
become an exact science. Some people 
pinned their faith to Christian Science, 
but the major portion believed that bodily 
ills required treatment, and expected as- 
sistance through one of the_ several 

‘paths "' now before the public. Commis- 

i sioner Ridgway cited cases within his own 
knowledge where local physicians had 

given up patients, and where 

from so-called patent medicines had 

effected permanent cures. 

In short, the Commissioner held that 

| there was nothing to prevent each person 
from accepting and employing such meth- 

lod ef medical treatment as most appealed } 
to him or her,

‘Brilliant Pageant Begins Annual! 
Event of Military League. 


Wonderful Efficiency of New York In- | 
stitute Boys Cheered—Controller 
Metz Reviews Troops.

His Minister of State Arrives and 
Denies Alarmist Rumors.

THEY COULDN’T SPARE HIM 


Dr. Torres Cardenas and Party Bring 
22 Trunks and Strong-Boxes 
That Are Well Guarded. 


Among the passengers on the Red D| 
Line steamship Caracas, which arrived 
from Venezuela yesterday,’ are Dr. J. 
Torres Cardenas, Secretary of State of 
the Venezuelan Government, and Gen. 
Manuel Corao, one of Venezuela’s richest 
capitalists. They were accompanied by 
members of their families and a num- 
ber of servants. 

At Quarantine they were met by Carlos 
Benito Figueredo, Consul General of 
Venezuela in this city, and a number of 
others, including Attachés of the Vene- 
zuelan Legation at Washington. The 
party is at the Hotel Astor. 

Dr. Torres Cardenas emphatically de- 
nied that President Castro had perma- 
nently resigned the Presidency of Vene- 
guela. He stated that Castro had merely 
retired, for a long rest, to Los Teques, 
about twenty miles from Caracas, leaving 
Gen. Juan Vincente Gomez, the Vice 
President, in charge of the Government 
at Caracas. He stated that a Venezuelan 
gunboat was due to arrive here soon, but 
denied that ft would bring refugees from 
Venezuela. He ridiculed the report that 
Gen. Gomez had threatened to confiscate 
property, thus causing the flight of 
wealthy Venesuelans, 

Far from being anything extraordinary, 
the assumption of the Presidency by Gen. 
Gomez, sala Dr. Torres Cardenas, igs a 
thing that has happened twice previously 
during the administration of Castro, 
namely, in 1901 and last year. He added 
that politicians and the wealthy men of 
Venezuela recognize the necessity of hav- 
ing Castro at the head of affairs, 

“Neither I nor Gen. Corao would be 
here,” said Dr. Torres Cardenas, “‘ if there 
was anything serious in the condition of 
‘affairs in Venezuela.”” He added that he 
knew nothing of Castro's further plans 
or of how long he would remain absent 
from the capital. 

The Venezuelans brought twenty-two 
trunks and strong boxes, which were con- 
stantly guarded by attendants. It was 
said, however, that they contained only 
baggage belonging to the party, and not 
State documents or treasure, 


CONGRESS AND CONTRACTS. 


Private Agreements Contingent Upon 
Governmental Action Are Worthless. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—In the case 
of Hazleton vs. Miller the Supreme Court 
of the United States decided to-day that 
a contract which !s made contingent upon | 
the action of Congress in a ah al case | 
cannot be enforced. 

In this instance Miller agreed in 1902 
to sell to Hazleton a certain tract of 
land in the City of Washington for $9,000, 
the option running until the expiration of | 
the Congress then in session. The land} 
was part of a tract afterward purchased 
as a site for a Government Hall of Rec- | 
ords, the price paid Miller being $14,395. 

Hazleton brought suit for specific per- 
formance of contract on the ground that | 
he was entitled to the advance over the 
price fixed in his option because of sery- 
ices rendered by him in securing favor- 
able consideration by Congress of the site.

move 240,000 cubic yards of material 
It is believed, says Mr. Suonts, that by 
July or August 40 new steam shovels 
will be installed, and the Chief EEngi- 
neer will be “in a position to move ap- 
1,000,000 cubic yards a

According to Mr. Watwuace, the late 
Chief Engineer, the construction of the 
canal on a 90-foot with locks 
would require the excavation of 100,-

has been in substantial agreement. At 
the rate of 1,000,000 cubic feet a month, 
with Mr. Strevens’s allowance of eight 
working months to the year, the canal 
excavation would completed in 
twelve and one-half years. At this rate 
the opening day would fall at least a 
full Presidential term beyond Mr.

FIRE LOSSES IN NEW YORK. 

It seems that the fire losses in the 
Boroughs of Manhattan, Richmond, 
and the Bronx for last year constitute 
a “record,” showing an increase in 
number and in total and average de- 
structiveness over those of the preced- 
ing year. Doubtless $5,271,955 is a 
heavy tax to pay for carelessness in 
building or in managing our dwellings 
jong places of business. But the loss is 
ae so complete as the figures would 
| indicate. As a rule, it may be said 
; that every building burned down fs re- 
| placed by a better one for which the 
| tire has cleared the ground, and that 
the chances of destructive fires are 
| much smaller among the buildings of 
recent than of antiquated construction. 
Of course, except in the cases of arson, 
;for which last year there were fifty- 
| seven arrests, fire does not necessarily 
| burn those buildings which the owners 
j}or occupants would desfre to see re- 
| moved, but a considerable proportion of 
|the burned bulldings must have been cf 


| 
| that character.

| year by fire with the value of those 
| deliberately demolished in the same 
time in the course of public and private 
improvements. Last year of course

Encouraging Unrest. 
From The Army and Navy Journal. 

One has only to glamce at the record of the 
commerce between the United States and the 
Philippines to realize that we shall have to 
give the islanders something additional in 
the way of trade concessions if they are to 
be thoroughly reconciled to American con- 
trol. Our sales to the Philippines have in- 
creased only from $4,734,421 in 1902, to 
$4,748,252 in 1903, to $5,040,579 in 1904, to 
$5,739,660 in 1905. On the other hand, the 
imports of the Philippines from countries 
other than the United States in 1904 
amounted to $24,478,911. In 1905 Porto Rico, 
with less than a tenth of the population of 
the Philippines, bought $19,000,000 worth of 
American products, or almost as much as 
the Philippines took in four years. But Porto 
Rico has free trade with the United States 
and {fs able and willing to buy-in our markets 
because she is permitted to sell here. It was 
charged during the army occupation of the 
Philippines that the military administration 
was harsh and tended to suppress business 
development, but civil rule has acted as a 
veritabie blight upon the trade and industry 
of the islands. By removing them from 
Spamish control we cut them off from 4 
free market for their products without giving 
them anything in return. The effect of our 
present commercial policy toward them {fs to 
discourage industry, and if there is here- 
after any increase in discontent and unrest 
among the natives it will be traceable to 
economic rather than to military conditions, 
In all its dealings with the Filipinos the 
army stood. for the square deal, which is 
more than can be said for the civil authori- 


thes.

The youth being jilted in love, turns to 
the older man for sympathy and advice. 
The latter invites the boy to accompany 
him home, and introduces him into a bo- 
hemian set, where the sister surprises him 
in the shocking position of being a par- 
ticlpant in a beefsteak party. Here a 
young actress of much vivacity and con- 
siderable popularity has already begun to 
effect the cure which the older man has 
set about to accomplish. 

The sister insists that the boy shall go 
home with her, he asserts that he is now 
eld enough to take care of himself, and 
the optimist’s good intentions are entirely 
misunderstood. 

Eventually, in a tedious and round- 
about fashion, it becomes apparent that 
in the heydey of his own and the sister’s 
love affair The Optimist has been mis- 
trusted by her because of the appearance 
on the scene of & little girl for whom he 
could not account.

Outlines His Plans on the Eve 
of Departure.

‘PRESIDENTS BON VOYAGE 


After the Tests Are Made the Party 
Expects to Start on the Arctic 
Flight in August. 

Walter Wellman, who is going to try 
this Summer, to reach.the North Pole by 
mcans of an air ship, will sail for Europe 
this morning on the Kaiser Wilhelm II. 
“Of course, I expect to reach the 
Pole,”’ Mr, Wellman confidently at 
the Waldorf-Astoria last night, while 
preparing to leave the hotel for the 
; Steamer. ‘“‘My friends In America will 
| know of my success almost as soon as 
my ship circles above the long-sought-for 
spot, for the néws will be sent by wire- 
jless telegraphy, so you see I will not be 
utterly isolated from the civilized world.” 

Maxwell J. Smith, a wireless telegraph 

expert who has had considerable experi- 
| ence in this country, has been selected to 
| be one of the party of five who will sail 
;}On the ship. He will start for Europe 

within a week, and will assist Mr. Well- 
| man in Paris in making final preparations 
jand gathering the necessary scientific ap- 
paratus. Mr. Wellman will be accom- 
panied to-day by Major Henry B. Hersey, 
who will represent the United States 

Weather Bureau and also the National 
Geographical Society. Major Hersey has 
|} recently been Weather Bureau Inspector 
of the West, located at Milwaukee. He 
said last night that this would be his 
first arctic experience, 

“I have seen pretty cold country and 
rough weather in my life," added Major 
Hersey, who, by the way, was a Rough 
| Rider with President Roosevelt, “and I 
have no fears of an arctic trip.” 
President Roosevelt has known Walter 
Wellman intimately for a long time, and 
just before coming here, Mr. Wellman 
had a long talk with the;President on 
his novel polar expedition. Late last 
night, the following telegram reached Mr. 
| Wellman at the hotel: 

My Dear Mr. Wellman: I earnestly wish you 


all success in your enterprise and trust for 
your safe return.. With warm regards, believe 


me, sincerely yours, 
LHEODORDP ROOSEVELT. 


| Besides Mr. Weliman, Major Hersey, and 
| Mr. Smith, two Frenchmen will be taken 
on the trip. One will be Gaston Hervieu, 
one of the most expert aeronauts in Bu- 
rope and an engineer of ability. The 
fifth man will be another aeronaut and 
mechanic to be selected after Mr. Well- 
man reaches Paris, 

“ Besides these five men,” said Mr. 
Wellman, “the immediate members of 
the expedition will include several others. 
Dr, W. N. Fowler of Biuffton, Ind., will 
be the physiclan and surgeon; Felix 
Riesenberg of Chicago, a former member 
of the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, will have special charge of the 
nautical instruments; Alexander Liwen- 
thal, who was associated with Count Zep- 
| pelin in the famous airship experiments 
in Germany and Switzerland, will join 
the party in Paris. We are also going 
to take an Adirondack guide. Francis 
H. Buzzacott is the man. His father wus 
a guide, and he has had «ff erience in 
arotic and antarctic regions.” 

Mr. Wellman said that the entire party 
| will assemble at Tromsoe, Norway, early 
jin June. With ten Norwegian mechanics | 
land workmen, the party will include| 
| about twenty men, exclusive of the crew 
| of seventeen on the ice steamer Frithjof, 
which has been chartered for two years. 


“The first section of the party will 

leave Tromsoe for Spitzbergen early in! 
| June, and the second section about June 
;20,""" added Mr. Wellman. ‘“ The latter 
| place is 600 miles from Tromsoe, and the 
north pole is also 600 miles frem Spitz- 
bergen, so the latter place, which is our 
headquarters for the start, is our half- 
way house, you see. The mechanics will 
| build at Spitzbergen a big house for the 
balloon, and toward the end of July we 
hope to make our first experiments with 
| the airship. 

‘“We are carrying to Spitzbergen 100 
tons of sulphuric acid and 65 tons of iron } 
filings, with which to make our hydrogen 
gas. We cannot make tests with the in- 
flated balloon in Paris because the at- 
mospheric conditions are so different. At 
Spitzbergen we will get, during the Sum- 
mer, practically the same temperature 
that we will encounter at the pole—about 
freezing point. Of course, if any defect 
should be found in the ship the trip would | 
have to be postponed, but if everything | 
| works right the start for the pole will be 
made as early as possible in August. 

‘“rlow long do we expect to be gone? 
| Weill, that depends upon the winds and 
unforseen circumstances. If I get to the 
pole it ought to be in from two to seven 
days. As the air ship will be equipped 
with two motors it will trave rom 
twelve to nineteen miles an hour. It is 
built, you see, on entirely different prin- 
ciples from _ any other airship.

PITY FOR SAN~ ‘FRANCISCO 


Sir Percy Sanderson, Jerome K. 


Jerome, and Other Noted English- 
men Praise Our institutions. 


England’s sympathy for the _ earth- 
shaken and fire-swept city of San Fran- 
cisco was expressed last night when the 
St. George’s Society of New York dined 
at the Waldorf-Astoria in honor of the 
one hundred and twentieth anniversary 
of its birth. 

The British Consul General, Sir Percy 
Sanderson, responding to the toast, “ His 
Majesty’s -Representative,” praised the 
American Nation for its courage in meet- 
ing the calamity and its promptness in re- 
lieving the unfortunate. 

“TI can not sit down,” said Sir Percy, 
as he was about to close his talk, ‘ with- 
out paying a tribute to the courage and 
devotion of the American people, who are 
meeting this great calamity with a 
promptness and generosity that have ex- 
cited the admiration of the entire world. 
It is needless for me to speak of British 
Sympathy, for the interests of England 
and the United States are interwoven as 
those of no other nations.” 

Lieut. Col. Gleichen, the British Mili- 
tary Attaché at Washington, spoke on 
“The Army,” and took occasion to com- 
pliment the conduct of the American of- 
ficers and troops in the fire at San Fran- 
cisco. 

““I am certain,” he said, “that in San 
Francisco, where the American soldiers 
have just been so active, that British 
soldiers could have done no better—and 
that is about as high a compliment as I 
could pay.” 


to another famous occasion when he sald 
he thought he had made a great success 
in an after-dinner speech, but that others 
did not, spoke of the personal relief he 
had felt on hearing of the safety of some 
of his own relatives. 

“A.few days ago,” he said, “ we were 
sympathizing with our Italian friends in 
the troubles resulting from the eruption 
of Vesuvius.

“‘I hear some talk of the United States 
building a greater and a more powerful 
ship than the Dreadnaught, and that it 
will be called the Constitution. I am 
sure that with the Dreadnaught and the 
Constitution in the same battle line, no 
sea force could stand up against them.” 
_Jepome K. Jerome was ¢alled upon to 
respond to the toast, ‘‘ The Ladies.’’

BLAME JOHN MITCHELL 
FOR COAL STRIKE DELAYS 


Operators Say He Is Responsible 
for Holding Up Negotiations. 


THEIR LETTERS UNANSWERED 


President Baer Charges Mitchell with 
Piaying Hard and Soft Coal Men 
Against One Another. 


The anthracite operators, who have re- 
ceived a brief reply from President Mitch- 
ell of the United Mine Workers to their 
letter to Mitchell containing their formal 
answer to his last proposition, issued a 
statement yesterday attributing the pres- 
ent suspension of work and the chaotic 
condition of the soft and hard coal indus- 
tries to Mitchell. The statement accuses 
him of playing one industry against the 
other. 

Mitchell's letter, which was received by 
President Baer of the Jersey Central 
Railroad in Philadelphia yesterday, is as 
follows: 


Indianapolis, April 21, 1906. 
Mr. George F. Baer, Chairman. 

Dear Sir: Your favor dated April 17 is re- 
ceived. Replying, will say that I have called a 
meeting of the committee representing the an- 
thracite miners to be held at Wilkesbarre 
Wednesday morning, April 25, at which the 
communication signed by you and your asso- 
ciates will be submitted for the consideration 
of the committee. At the adjournment of the 
meeting I shall communiate with you further. 
I am yours truly, JOHN MITCHELL. 


The following is the statement author- 
ized on behalf of the operators: 


When Mr. Mitchell presented his plan of arbi- 
yn on April 12 the operators informed him 
then and there that it could not be accepted. 
They 
would be ready on April 17. The affairs of a

It should be very definitely understood that 
the.delay in these negotiations is not caused 
by the operators. They handed their formal 
reply to the miners’ original demands to Mr, 
Mitchell's committee on March 9. But in order 
to take up the controversy with the bituminous 
operators Mr, Mitchell had to leave New 
York on March 10, and he was absorbed with 
questions relating entirely to the soft coal 
fields until “March 31. On March 29, without 


|} any warning or further discussion, a strike to 
| begin April 1 in the entire anthracite industry 


was ordered from Indianapolis, the soft coal 
miners’ headquarters. Not until April 8 was 
Mr. Mitchell again able to meet the anthracite 
operators, 

Now, once more, from April 12 to Aprfl 25, 
the affairs of the anthracite region must be 
neglected while the bituminous dispute is taken 
up. Each industry alternately waits while ef- 
forts are being made to fix terms with its 
rival. Meanwhile the anthracite mines are 
idle and some 150,000 men are led to sacrifice 
their wages. The strike has been in progress 
now for over three weeks, and exactly thirty- 
six days have been lost in these negotiations 
9 by reason of the demands upon 
the miners’ leader by the competing bituminous 
industry. 

The opinion among the coal dealers to 
whom this statement was shown was that 
it left no loophole for the belief that the 
operators would recedea hairsbreadth from 
their position. They also said that the 
operators had good reason for issuing 
such a statement. It puts Mitchell in a 
position, they said, where there is no 
half-way policy. He must declare a 
or back down. The coal dealers 
say that the miners in case of a short- 
lived strike will not lose much, as they 
never work the whole year round. 


COAL COMPANY SUSTAINED. 


Judge Overrules Action Suspending 
License for Alleged Extortion. 


BOSTON, April 23.—The price of coal 
fixed by the Metropolitan Coal Company 
of this city three weeks ago, when the 
miners struck, was not extortionate, ac- 
cording to Judge Lawton of the Superior 
Court, who, sustaining the coal com- 
pany’s appeal, to-day overruled the ac- 
tion of Secretary of State William M. 
Olin in suspending the company’s license. 

On the charge of extortion the Secre- 
tary suspended the license under an act 
passed in 1908, at the same time announc- 
ing that he desired a ruling by the court 
on the question involved. 

Judge Lawton holds that in the absence 
of any charge of conspiracy, combination, 
or discrimination the price fixed, al- 
though 13 to 83 per cent. higher than 
necessary to give a fair profit, is not 
extortionate under the meaning of the 
statutes governing the case,

Veterans of Corcoran’s Legion Went 
to War 45 Years Ago. 


The Veteran Corps of the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment gave its forty-fifth annual ban- 
quet last night, to commemorate the de- 
parture of the regimerit to the front on 
April 23, 1861. The celebration was held 
in the Roman Court of Shanley’s, in 
Times Square.

It was 
the parent of the Irish Brigade and the 
Irish Legion or Corcoran Legion.
